Until Hlllcr came iilonR Ihd wnrld'.s jsital 
thinkers wore content to devote tliclr talents 
to more abstract pursuits than the day-to-day 
problonis of government. Many of them con- 
sidered ihc hurly-burly of politics to bo be- 
neath them, and they were undoubtedly 
right. It requires a touch of more genius to 
unlock the secrets of nature through Bclcnce. 
to mold our decent Instincts Into patterns of 
ethics, to evaluate the lessons of history, than 
It does to fit these contributions Into prsctl- 
cal dally life. 

But Hitler showed the Rreat thinkers LliiU 
the olr of bad politics cnn stifle creative 
thinking. He showed them that paranoia and 
a gift for mbblc-rouslng could pervert en- 
lightened discoveries Into powerful weapons 
of death. He forced the sclenllsU'; from their 
attempts to bring men a little closer lo per- 
fection and turned them to tasks of destruc- 
tion. 

Hitler has dctourcd mankind from mil- 
lennial march away from savagery to a new, 
mechanized, super-efficient .savagery. Before 
that painful march can be resumed, thinkers 
who belong in the van must make sure that 
thera are no more detour.s. At least Dr. Ein- 
stein thinks so. 

It la too bad that this Is so, for the thlnkcr.i 
will have a very hard time of U, They will re- 
discover that men are more receptive to rab- 
ble-rouBlng than to reason. They will run into 
practical difficulties. It they choose to speak 
through books, they must compete with the 
popular literature of the moment. If they 
choose to spcnk to the world through the 
miracle of radio, they will have to fight an 
uneven battle for attention with awing bands 
and soap operas. 

In this country they will be up against a 
situation in which military rejections for ed- 
ucational deficiencies are more numerous 
than battle casualties. 

In other countries it will be even worse. But 
perhaps the hardest task of all will confront 
the thinkers in Germany and Japan. There 
they must not only persuade the common 
man of the advantages of a "supra-national 
political force" to keep the peace; they must 
also holp to re-educate a whole people away 
from the poison of racism, super-.statlsm, and 
a generally barbaric national policy,

BEGINNING OF THE END 

Twenty months after the end of the be- 
glnning, as Winston Churchill described the 
north African landing, we arc at the begin- 
ning of the end. That was what D-day was, 
aa we all must realize now— only a begin- 
ning, though it marked the end of the great- 
eat military preparation and the launching 
of the most stupendous and difficult as-sault 
In the history of mankind. ' 

Until that day came It was hard to see be- 
yond It. To some D-day seemed an end in 
Iteclf, Q sort of final examination before the 
diploma— the exaltation— of certain victory. 
To other,"; It was a day of bristling defenses, 
secret devices and other nameless terrors. Its 
very beginnings were so tremendous as to 
obscure the harder fighting beyond the first 
hurdlcj. 

Now that those hurdles arc past we can 
appreciate Mrs. Rooscvelt'.s comment that D- 
day was "the day which has been hanging 
like a sword over our heads, but In Itself isn't 
very Important." • 

The attack from the west Is no longer an 
Isolated "second front." It has become' the 
final pressure of the mighty allied fist that Is 
squeezing the throat of Hitler's Germany 
from three sides. The Germons are fighting 
with the fury of doomed men. They will con- 
tinue to light as the allied grip grows tighter, 
and tighter. We cannot underestimate the 
struggle any more than we can doubt that 
victory will march with our forces, superbly 
equipped, siiperbty trained, superbty com- 
manded. 

We are Just beginning to actually realize 
its cost. And so our prayers must be re- 
doubled, and the efforts that gave millions 
of American workers a proud part In D-day 
must not be relaxed. The men who will win 
and pay for this victory have a right to ask 
of us that these efforts be united, unmarred 
by pettiness and discontent. 

Whatever our domestic differences, we can 
try to give them teamwork' lis good as thev 
are giving each other. We can try to match 
their spirit and dlsclpllne and courage In the 
Job that matters most. 

There is still much to be done at the be- 
ginning of the end.
